Some Meaty Problems

Water, sewage, and increased taxes were substantive matters 
of concern at the GHI board of directors meeting, Thursday, 
March 24, although considerable discussion was given also to such 
administrative policy and procedural matters as nominations and 
elections and the G.H.I. Newsletter. One member momentarily 
tried to generate a little steam with a complaint about leaking 
windows and incompetent management, but this was quickly 
watered down when it was learned, that she had not called main¬ 
tenance to try to deal with the problem. 


WATER RESOURCES EXPLAINS ROLE 
IN TREATMENT PLANT DECISION

Monday night was the State Department of Water Resources’ 
turn to be grilled on the proposed temporary sewage treatment 
plant for the Greenbriar and Glen Ora apartment complexes. For 
over two hours, representatives from the Department answered 
questions from city council members and the audience regarding 
their role as decision makers. 


Of wider import was the poten¬ 
tial impact of the approximately 
45% hike in water and sewage 
charges being proposed by Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission. 

Manager Roy Breashears report¬ 
ed to the Board that if such an 
increase is approved GHI charges 
for the coming year will be ap¬ 
proximately $100,000. This would 
be $6,400 more than the amount 
budgeted by the corporation ($93,- 
600). 

(A board member, who didn’t 
wish to be quoted, later related to 
this reporter that there had been 
loud opposition at budgeting time 
to the proposed figure as being 
much too high; but that it now ap¬ 
peared the corporation might have 
been faced with a serious deficit 
had the board not accepted the 
“high” estimate of the manager.) 

Board member Thomas X. White 
said there would probably be con¬ 
siderable opposition expressed at 
the public hearing on the WSSC 
budget, to be held March 15, but 
urged that the matter be referred 
to his Governmental Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. He suggested that, at its 
March 1 meeting, the committee 
could review the WSSC budget for 
the purpose of finding specific it¬ 
ems that GHI might oppose at the 
public hearing. The board agreed. 

Gordon Allen pointed out that 
the projected costs for GHI might 
have been even higher, except that 
the total consumption of water by 
GHI has progessively diminished 
since the inception of the water¬ 
line replacement program and urg¬ 
ed proceeding “full speed ahead” 
with the latter program. 

Greenbriar 

The proposed Greenbriar pack¬ 
age sewage treatment plant came 
in for further discussion, with the 
reading of a letter from Herbert 
M. Sachs, Director of the Mary¬ 
land State Department of Water 
Resources. He acknowledged re¬ 
ceiving the GHI letter of opposition 
to the sewage plant, and requested 
that the charges of error in the 
State Water Resources Department 
report on Greenbriar be specified, 
as well as any other areas of con-

troversy, so that “subsequent dis¬ 
cussion with his office might be 
more useful/’ 

After some discussion, it became 
apparent that most of the members 
of the board were not familiar with 
the report. President Nat Shinder- 
man remanded the matter to 
White's Governmenal Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, suggesting that “in the light 
of past and current facts presented 
in this matter, the Committee iden¬ 
tify those facts in error in the 
State Water Resources report” and 
critique the entire report for the 
board. 

It was then decided that all board 
members should not only receive 
copies of that report, but also cop¬ 
ies of the statements made by P.G. 
County Health Officer Dr. Perry 
Stearns and by Greenbelt Mayor 
Richard Pilski. 

Tax Reassessment 

Manager Breashears reported on 
the sequence of letters written to 
the county regarding the 1972 re¬ 
assessment of GHI property am¬ 
ounting to a $3,862,200 increase in 
evaluation. This correspondence 
would have bearing on a legal 
question as to whether or not GHI 
had been given proper notification 
by the county. 

Over three-fourths of the notices 
were never received by GHI al¬ 
though the county office stated 
these were mailed on December 10, 
1971, the so-called “date of final¬ 
ity” — the last date that notice of 
reassessment can legally be given 
under the statutes. Inasmuch as a 
few other notices had been mailed 
and received around that date, the 
GHI attorney intends to ask for a 
hearing on both the assessment 
and the date of finality issue. Board 
member Katherine Keene could not 
comprehend the county “expecting 
See GHI BOARD, p. 4, c.

Greenbriar Dedication 
Fee in Jeopardy? 

A legal tangle has delayed pay¬ 
ment of $39,846 in fees to Green¬ 
belt under the county mandatory 
dedication ordinance. Last Novem¬ 
ber 15, the Maryland National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion received this sum of money 
from the Greenbriar developer as 
a fee in lieu of dedication of 8-}- 
acres that the developer v/as re¬ 
quired to dedicate as open-space 
land. 

On December 21, the Planning 
Board approved the record plat for 
the Greenbriar subdivision and di¬ 
rected its Secretary-Treasurer 
Thomas Bannigan to dispense the 
money to the city of Greenbelt. 
Bannigan turned the matter over 
to the legal department for clari¬ 
fication of the mandatory dedica¬ 
tion law. 

The legal department is now 
studying the question as to wheth¬ 
er the law permits that the fee-in- 
lieu of dedication received by MN- 
CPPC can be turned over to an¬ 
other government body, i.e. the city 
of Greenbelt. One of the hang-ups 
revolves around the fact that 
Greenbelt is not in the MNCPPC 
park district.

Bringing the matter to a head 
was the report issued last Decem¬ 
ber by the State Department of 
Water Resources (SDWR) which 
recommended approval of the 
Greenbriar application for a dis¬ 
charge point for its sewage plant, 
provided certain conditions were 
met. On the basis of calculations 
made by the SDWR, the latter had 
concluded that the proposed dis¬ 
charge from the sewage treatment 
plant “will not result in violation 
of the State’s water quality stand¬ 
ards and/or the Department’s reg¬ 
ulations.” 

Opponents of the sewage plant 
have been challenging the report as 
based on inadequate inspection and 
misleading and erroneous informa¬ 
tion. The report itself, it is charged, 
has information which is not factual 
and contains errors in substance and 
judgment 

SDWR Testimony 

At last Monday’s meeting, Her¬ 
bert Sachs, Director of SDWR, and 
Paul W. Slunt, Jr. an engineer with 
SDWR who was largely responsible 
for the December report, stressed 
that under the State Water Quality 
Act of 1965, they are responsible for 
looking at the proposed plant from 
the point of view of its effects on 
the quality of receiving waters and 
on erosion and siltation. The ques¬ 
tion of health hazards, they said, is 
the concern of the State Depar t- 
ment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene, which has the final say on 
the construction and plans for the 
sewage plant. 

“We don’t issue permits for sani¬ 
tary sewage disposal plants,” Sachs 
ssaid. ‘That is done by the State 
Health Department. All we do is 
provide a technical service by eval¬ 
uating applications for point of dis¬ 
charge permits that are referred to 
us by the State Health Department. 
We advise the latter department 
whether the proposed discharge for 
the effluent would have deleterious 
effects on the uses of the waters of 
the State, as set down by State 
water quality standards.” 

Slunt further emphasized that 
their evaluation of the flow effects 
is based on data provided in the 
application — in this case by the 
Greenbriar engineers (Ben Dyer 
Associates, Inc.). If the treatment 
plant follows the specifications laid 
down by the engineers, Slunt said, 
the effluent would be of very high 
quality and would be within the 
State’s water quality standards. 

If, at a later date, Slunt contin¬ 
ued, the State Health Department 
discovers or it is brought to SDWR 
attention that there have been 
changes in or deviations from the 
data furnished by the developer, “we 
will make another evalution of the 
discharge point.” 

Counc.ilwoman Rhea Cchen ap¬ 
parently thought that that time had 
already arrived, citing what she 
thought were several inaccuracies 
in the developer’s application. 

One inaccuracy she claimed was 
a statement that the plant effluent 
would be limited to a flow of 
700,000 gallons a day. She said 
that the original application had 
listed 45 fewer housing units than 
would actually be serviced by the 
temporary plant, thus producing a 
flow of more than 700,030 gallons a 
day.

* Developer Alan Kay interceded at 
this point to state that under no cii- 
cumstances would the figure exceed 
700,000.. Slunt said that the pro¬ 
posed additional apartments, in any 
event, would not be substantial 
enough to affect the conclusions of 
the evaluation report. Similarly, he 
said that the question of whether 
the nearest residents would be five 
miles away from the point of dis¬ 
charge (as cited in the application) 
or half a mile away (as Mrs. Cohen 
said would be the case when the 
vacant land in parcels 1 and 2 is 
developed) would not affect the con¬ 
clusions of the report. 

Rehashed Arguments 

Much of the ground covered by 
the testimony of the two men was 
a rehash of the technical arguments 
made at previous hearings regard¬ 
ing the effects of discharging efflu¬ 
ent into a stream that is dry part 
of the year. Sachs said that the 
State water quality regulations are 
silent on intermittent streams and 
that the Greenbriar plant was eval¬ 
uated using existing standards. He 
exected that more plants will be 
using intermittent streams as the 
area becomes urbanized, 

Slunt said that “if you treat ef¬ 
fluent well enough, you can prob¬ 
ably put it anywhere. If the plant 
lives up to specifications, it will be 
producing effluent of a quality 
much better than what you now 
have there.” 

In response to Mrs. Cohen’s 
charges that the effluent would be 
toxic to animal and fish life be¬ 
cause of the chlorine hazard, Slunt 
explained that under the specifi¬ 
cations being proposed for the 
Greenbriar plant no chloramines 
will be formed since ammonia is 
eliminated. The free chlorine that 
will be left, he added, will be only 
of momentary nature. 

As for flooding downstream, — 
another charge by Mrs. Cohen — 
Slunt said that the additional flow 
created by the effluent on the 
average would be only 1.5 percent 
at the Riverdale station, and not 16 
percent as was cited by opponents. 
The latter figure refers to low level 
time when there is no danger of 
flooding, Slunt said, Tt would be 
like adding a drop of water io a 
bucket,” he declared. 

Siunt took strong exception to 
Mrs. Cohen’s charges that the efflu¬ 
ent would deposit heavy metals. He 
said that the deposit of metals 
would be no greater than what is 
now found in drinking water or “in 
your vitamins.” In fact, he said 
the amount of heavy metals would 
be so small as to be non-measurable. 

Slunt stated that the question of 
virus removal v/as not considered in 
his report, but that this matter 
was the major responsibility of the 
State Health Department to consi¬ 
der. He noted that two years of 
testing at Lake Tahoe’s plant pro¬ 
duced no evidence of virus. 

Need Public Hearing? 

A question came up whether “he 
SDWR was required to hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing before making its evalu¬ 
ation of the discharge point. Sachs 
said that according to the Attorney 
General's office the requirement for 
a public hearing (and issuance of a 
permit) was not applicable to do¬ 
mestic sanitary sewage and storm 
water discharges and only applied 
to industrial discharges. Mrs. Cohen 
thought that this exception might 
refer to municipal or public sewage 
plants but not to private ones such 
as the Greenbriar plant. Sachs said 
be would get a written opinion from 
the State attorney's office. 

Mrs. Beverly Stone wanted to 
know whether Federal agreements 
providing for stricter health or eco¬ 
logical standards are applicable to 
Maryland. Sachs stressed that the 
Maryland 'Standards are the same 
as the Federal standards. “There 
are no differences at present.” ho 
said. .

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SHI Members Advocate 
VotingMachineElection

A hearing on election procedures, 
held Feb. 22 by the Nominations 
and Elections Committee of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., drew about a 
dozen persons. The committee 
chairman, Mrs. Jule Churchill, in¬ 
troduced the other committee mem 
bers present; Ed Burgoon, recorder, 
•Barbara Likowski, timekeeper; and 
Cathy Foster. Several GHI mem 
bers made statements urging the 
nse of voting machines instead of 
paper ballots at GHI elections. In 
addition, the charge was made, in 
fetters from Cathy Foster and Eu¬ 
nice Coxon, that the use of GHI 
employees as election officials is in 
violation of the by-laws. 

Mrs. Mary Welch presented a 
petition with 240 signatures, which 
read: <l We, the undersigned mem 
bers of GHI, believe it is time for 
one (1) day voting with voting ma¬ 
chines, conducted by the Nomina 
tions and Elections Committee.” 
Burgoon, visibly impressed by the 
large number of signatures, assured 
Mrs. Welch that the petition would 
receive every consideration. 

Mrs. Eunice Coxon reported that 
the county school board would be 
willing to provide machines for 
one day on a date to be mutually 
agreed on, at a cost of $60 plus 
labor charges. The total, Mrs. Cox¬ 
on asserted, would be less than the 
*ost of overtime paid to GHI em 
■pluyees in recent elections. She tes¬ 
tified that voting machines meet 
all requirements for a secret bal 
lot, provide maximum privacy, are 
more nearly fool-proof than paper 
ballots, and eliminate long hours 
spent in tabulating votes. 

Director Thomas X. White, after 
a careful study of the by-laws, 
favored voting machines as a way 
of refining voting procedures. Robert 
Auerbach, noting that the school 
board machines are cumbersome 
to install and have been known to 
break down, described a new IBM 
machine which is both portable and 
inexpensive. Director Katherine 
Keene raised several practical ques¬ 
tions as to conflicting dates, lo ¬ 
cation of machines, long waiting 
lines, and other difficulties. 

Mrs. Frances Morley made the 
basic point that, no matter what 
voting procedure is used, in order 
to obtain competent officers the 
voters must have adequate and ac¬ 
curate information on the qualifi¬ 
cations of the candidates. To this, 
GHI director Keene responded that, 
iu future, candidates will be re¬ 
quired to have their biographies 
notarized in order to ensure ac 
curacy. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Churchill 
summarized measures already a- 
dopted, to tighten election proce¬ 
dures. Members of the nominations 
and elections committee will per 
sonaliy supervise the entire elec¬ 
tion process, she said. In addition, 
she continued one or two members 
will be present at all times during 
the voting, will maintain security 
of the ballot boxes and will super¬ 
vise the opening and counting of 
ballots. She stated also, that al¬ 
though changing from a 2-day to 
a I -day election would require a 
revision of the by-laws, switching 
from paper ballots to voting ma¬ 
chines could be done without 
changing the by-laws.

Nome Calling 

I would like to comment on Hel¬ 
en Geller’s laudatory suggestions 
on the recurrent problem of name 
calling in Greenbelt politics. I 
have some particular experience in 
this matter which might help some 
citizens who are trying to fathom 
what’s going on in our latest fight 
over the Greenbriar development. 

Several years ago in these pag¬ 
es, it was suggested by a former 
campaign manager of one of th* 
city’s more prominent politicians 
that I was a witch hunter. This was 
in response to my suggestion that 
it was evident some of our leaders 
were operating covertly against the 
best interests of the community. 
Suffice it to say I have never 
found a witch in this town. 

I did find, and it appears since 
then, that there are certain politi¬ 
cal leaders in this community who 
will act against our best interests. 
Some have suggested it’s because 
they are on the take. This I do not 
believe. 

No. the reason lies elsewhere. 
Certain personalities wish at all 
times to be associated with what 
they see as the winners in this 
world, and they like politics for the 
power and opportunity to associ¬ 
ate with winners. 

So when the entrepreneur comes 
to town with his financial power, 
his social prestige, his army of im¬ 
pressive lieutenants, our man is im¬ 
paled on the horns of his own di¬ 
lemma: to serve the public inter¬ 
est for which he was elected, or 
to go with the winner. 

His first response is to duck, to 
dodge, to turn this issue over to the 
experts, to plead powerlessness. 
When this evasive action is pointed 
out publicly, he says, “y° u are cal¬ 
ling me names;’ His final action is 
to have it suggested publicly that 
those operating in the best inter¬ 
ests of the community are conduct¬ 
ing a witch hunt, on the take, or 
making cheap shots at a dime a 
dozen. 

This system and the name calling 
will cease only when these leaders 
recognize that this community is 
and can be a winner; when they 
see the developer not as a winner, 
and not as an enemy, as some 
would have it, but as a man whose 
interests must be made to conform 
to the best interests of this com¬ 
munity; and when they see that the 
real power, prestige and success 
are with the people.

Last Chance 

Next Monday night, March 6, a 
resolution which I have introduced 
concerning the proposed Greenbriar 
sewage treatment plant will be up 
for public hearing. Among other 
matters it makes note of the city 
council’s resolution of a month ago 
that expresses neither approval nor 
disapproval of the plant, but that 
requests the county council to 
gain assurance from the county 
health officer that the effluent from 
the plant would not represent a 
health or ecological hazard as a 
condition precedent to its approv¬ 
ing the proposed amendment to the 
Ten-Year Water and Sewage Plan. 
Also it notes that the county health 
officer issued a letter to the county 
council dated February 14, 1972, in 
which he stated that he cannot give 
such assurance and that he is 
therefore opposed to the construc¬ 
tion of the plant. It goes oh to 
say that the proposed method of 
sewage disposal appears to con¬ 
flict with the city’s water pollution 
ordinance. 

Passage of the resolution would 
express the city’s disapproval of 
County Council Bill No. 45 which 
would amend the Water and Sew¬ 
age Plan to include the Greenbriar 
— Glen Ora sewage treatment plant. 

Tuesday morning, March 7, is the 
announced time for the county 
council to debate on Bill No. 45. 
Thus, Monday night is the last 
chance for Greenbelt citizens to ex¬ 
press their views to their closest 
elected officials, their city council. 

Many citizens have donated un¬ 
counted hours to this city in the 
continuing deliberations on the 
Greenbriar project, and rightly so. 
They deserve our grateful com¬ 
mendation. Now, not after the thou¬ 
sands of new residents move into 
Greenbriar and Glen Ora, is the 
time to make the developments 
habitable, safe to live in and safe 
for the rest of the population to 
live with. 

Among the unpaid experts who 
have spoken for the people was 
Dr. Sidney Shifrin, a virologist and 
a scientist of impeccable credentials. 
He gave undisputed warning of the 
danger to viral disease in the sew¬ 
age effluent, however many safe¬ 
guards are promised. 

Our own county health officer, 
Dr. Perry Stearns, thought enough 
of Dr. Shifrin’s testimony before 
the city and county councils to say 
in his letter of February 14: "After 
listening to the expert testimony 
of Dr. Sidney Shifrin, and as a re¬ 
sult of my experience with sewage 
treatment plants, I cannot with any 
intellectual or professional honesty 
assure you that a health hazard 
would not be created." 

Dr. Shifrin, in his January 25 
letter to the city council, said, 
"Please wait until sewers can be 
connected to the main treatment 
centers so that the public is not 
needlessly exposed to dangerous 
viruses." 

Besides health matters, there are 
valid concerns over the effect of 
sewage effluent on Indian Creek 
downstream from the plant, during 
periods of low flow and under 
drought conditions. Our neighbors 
in Berwyn Heights, College Park 
Estates and Lakeland, especially, 
will experience a 33# increase in 
stream flow during such times, and 
will be exposed to poorly diluted 
sewage treatment by-products as 
a result. 

We owe ourselves, our neighbors, 
and our future residents every con¬ 
sideration. No man is an island. No 
town is, either.

Letter to GHI Members 

As an elected member of the 
Nominations & Elections Commit¬ 
tee, I feel it is my duty to point 
out to you, the membership, Ir¬ 
regularities in the voting proce¬ 
dures following at the membership 
meeting of December 9, 1971. 

Article VII, Section 1, Nomina¬ 
tions & Elections Committee 
(Page 10) of the bylaws of this 
corporation states: "No officer, em¬ 
ployee, or member of the Board 
shall be eligible to serve on this 
Committee." It would, seem to fol 
low that the INTENT of this by¬ 
law would also mean that no offi¬ 
cer, employee or member of the 
Board should perform the duties of 
this Committee, including issuing 
of voting cards. 

The bylaws further state: "The 
Committee may appoint clerks and 
assistants not to exceed FIVE in 
the conduct of elections and refer 
endums.” SIX employees of GHI 
were appointed by the Manager, 
Royal Breashears, with the ap¬ 
proval of Jule Churchill, Chair¬ 
man of the Nomination and Elec¬ 
tions Committee without the prior 
consent of the other four members 
of that committee. These appoint¬ 
ments were in direct violation of 
the bylaws and resulted in at 
least ONE UNAUTHORIZED 
PERSON issuing voting cards used 
at the December 9th meeting. 

If this were taken to a court of 
law in a civil suit, at worst, all 
motions passed at the December 
meeting might be nullified, This 
points up the desperate need for 
the Nominations and Elections 
Committee to completely overhaul 
the voting procedures, in order to 
assure you, the membership, fair 
and properly conducted meetings 
and elections.

SOCC Alive and Well 

1. During the Greenbriar special 
exception hearings in July and Au¬ 
gust 1971, I specifically question¬ 
ed the lack of sewer and water fa¬ 
cilities serving the proposed Green¬ 
briar project. The attorney for 
the developer made a public state¬ 
ment, "We will have our sewer." 
City council learned in November 
(thanks to the work of Mrs. Co¬ 
hen) that an application for a tem¬ 
porary sewage treatment plant was 
filed in March 1971 by the develop¬ 
er. In planning decisions all per¬ 
tinent information should be pre¬ 
sented by applicants, should it not? 

2. During the same hearings, rep¬ 
resentatives of the developer boast¬ 
ed about the unique storm water 
detention area that would be made 
a part of the Greenbriar develop¬ 
ment. 

I wonder what the effects of lo¬ 
cating a sewage treatment plant 
next to the storm detention area 
(needed to prevent flash flooding 
to areas downstream) will be. 

3. The city was alerted to the 
plans of the developer by Mrs. Co¬ 
hen at their meeting of Novem¬ 
ber 1, 1971. They scheduled a spe¬ 
cial meeting for November 8 for 
the purpose of gaining additional 
information on the subject. 

4. City council sat on Greenbriar 
until their meeting of January 10. 
when again due to the efforts of 
information gathering of Mrs. Co¬ 
hen they learned of the State De¬ 
partment of Water Resources Re¬ 
port PODE #144 (recommending) 
approving the point of discharge 
permit for the sewage plant. It was 
also at this meeting that I present¬ 
ed to the city council the SOCC 10- 
point report urging disapproval of 
the plant. 

5. In the meantime, county coun¬ 
cilman Francis White was busy 
introducing legislation to pave the 
way for the Greenbriar plant. On 
December 15, 1971, he co-sponsored 
a resolution providing general pol¬ 
icy for temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plants in Prince Georges 
County. 

On January 5 he introduced with 
others CR-11, which specifically 
gave county council approval to the 
Greenbriar sewage plant. These 
companion resolutions were intro¬ 
duced by our former mayor with¬ 
out so much as a by-your-Ieave to 
the City of Greenbelt. And to take 
care of a technicality, lie then in¬ 
troduced CB-45, an amendment to 
the County Ten Year Sewer and 
Water Plan, to allow the Green¬ 
briar sewage plant. 

6. Mayor Pilski invited Dr. John 
Cookson, a paid consultant of the 
developer to report to city council 
on Jan. 24. Dr. Cookson, represent¬ 
atives of the developer, representa¬ 
tives of the engineering firm de¬ 
signing the plant and representa¬ 
tives of the Wesetingliouse Co. who 
would build the plant, were all 
treated with courtesy by the coun¬ 
cil. Citizens who questioned their 
paid expert testimony, who voiced 
legitimate concerns about our com¬ 
munity and our neighboring com¬ 
munities were treated with disdain 
by their elected representatives. The 
posture of council at this point was 
unquestionably favorable to the 
wishes of the developer. Action was 
deferred until the meeting of Feb 
ruary 7. 

7. At the February 7 meeting 
many citizens and groups pleaded 
with city council to urge disappro¬ 
val of CB-45 at the hearing to be 
held the next day in Marlboro. 
City Council ignored the citizens’ 
requests, again treating concerned 
citizens with disdain, and passed 
a resolution which gave "tenta¬ 
tive," "qualified," "equivocal" ap¬ 
proval to a sewage plant — a res¬ 
olution which risked the health of 
Greenbelters for the financial for¬ 
tunes of a land developer. 

8. At the hearing on CB-45 the 
following day, 24 citizens and 
groups voiced their objections to 
the proposed plant. The county 
council deferred to the county 
health officer as to any hazards in¬ 
volved in the proposed project. 

9. On Tuesday, February 15, at 
about 4 p.m., the county council 
took up the subject of Greenbriar 
and it was learned that a letter

was received from Dr. Stearns, dis¬ 
approving the proposed plant. This 
courageous statement by Dr, 
Stearns leaves no doubt as to the 
potential hazards involved in the 
proposed plant. Wei are fortunate 
to have such a man serving P. G. 
County. His office has not always 
been filled with men of such dis¬ 
tinction. It is important to note 
that for any number of reasons. 
Prince Georges could find itself 
without the services of Dr. Stearns 
in the future. I have long con¬ 
tended that Greenbelt must con¬ 
trol events that occur within our 
boundaries, and not let others de¬ 
cide what is best for us. 

The county council deferred ac¬ 
tion on a motion by councilman 
Hart that the applicant be allowed 
to respond to Dr. Stearns letter. 
Action on CB-45 can be expected on 
March 7. 

10. At the same time that Dr. 
Stearns was making an eloquent 
defense of citizens’ health, safety 
and environment, Mayor Pilski, on 
city stationery, issued a curious 
public statment — curious, in that 
it puts forth several rationaliza¬ 
tions as to why Greenbelt needs 
this plant. The Mayor’s statement 
(I don’t know if the entire Coun¬ 
cil subscribes to it) places the sew¬ 
age treatment plant in a peculiar 
perspective. His statement pro¬ 
pounds an economic thesis justify¬ 
ing a plant that a large number of 
citizens object to, while the state¬ 
ment by Dr. Stearns represents a 
health and ecological point of view 
which transcends any thought of 
economic gain or financial balan¬ 
ces. 

In closing, let me answer the 
lyrics attempting to predict the 
demise of SOCC. Never fear! SO¬ 
CC is alive and well in Greenbelt, 
Maryland, dedicated to its orig¬ 
inal purpose “to promote non-par¬ 
tisan citizen activity and support 
for sound governmental decisions 
affecting the health, economy, ec¬ 
ology, and general welfare and to 
protect the rights of the individ¬ 
ual and of the community of 
Greenbelt and its immediate en¬ 
virons" (as stated in SOCC By¬ 
laws approved July 1971).

Ordinary Citizen 

I am just an ordinary citizen, 
but common sen.^p tells me that 
sewage in our streams is bad. The 
Greenbriar developer has prom¬ 
ised to treat the sewage. Green¬ 
belt has many monuments to other 
developers' broken promises. When 
will we ever learn? 

I was one of those who went door 
to door with the petition against 
this sewage plant. People would 
talk to me and I know that they 
do not want sewage flowing in 
Greenbelt. They do not care wheth¬ 
er it is treated sewage or untreated 
sewage. In any case, it will still 
smell awful, and even treated sew¬ 
age will spread pollution and dis¬ 
ease. 

While carrying the petition, I 
talked to many of our Greenbelt 
mothers. They know it is their 
children, not some politician, who 
must risk catching a disease. They 
knew that Mrs. Rhea Cohen has 
shown she cares about the health 
of our children. Thev have seen 
how some of our politicians and 
their friends attacked Mrs, Cohen 
for this. 

Our politicians are supposed to 
represent the people who elected 
them. They ask us for our votes 
but they do not seem interested in 
our opinions. They ignored our pe¬ 
tition and insulted us by saying 
that anybody would have signed it. 

I have talked to the people of 
Greenbelt, ordinary people like 
myself, and we resent being con¬ 
sidered as fools by our elected of¬ 
ficials. Mary Welsfc 
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us to believe that all of those no¬ 
tices were somehow lost — it's just 
not the way it works out in all 
those detective stories I read.” 

Election Procedures 

Mrs. Jule Churchill, Chairman of 
the Nominations and Elections 
Committee, reported on the public 
hearing conducted by her commit¬ 
tee on Tuesday, February 22. Al¬ 
though the attendance was small, 
she reported the committee receiv¬ 
ed petitions and a proposal by Mrs. 
Eunice Coxon which her commit¬ 
tee, by consensus, has agreed to fry 
to implement. Her committee can’t 
use the county voting x machines 
due to the timing of the GHI elec¬ 
tion and the general primaries, 
but was investigating the school 
voting machines, as well as study¬ 
ing costs. At the request of the 
board, Mrs. Coxon read her lengthy 
proposal into the proceedings of 
the meeting. 

She proposed a number of re¬ 
forms to the GHI election proced¬ 
ures, including numbered ballots, 
voter registration, impounding bal¬ 
lots for a year in the event of a 
disputed election, and the use of 
voting machines, among key items. 
She complimented Mrs. Churchill's 
committee on the conduct of the 
public hearing. The board thanked 
and commended Mrs. Coxon for 
her proposals and for the time and 
effort obviously expended in her 
analysis. Shinderman requested the 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee to write out all proposed el¬ 
ection procedures as well as pre¬ 
paring any proposals for which 
changes in the by-laws would be 
necessary. 

Prefaced by a plea not to per¬ 
mit individual emotions to inter¬ 
vene in the discussion, Shinder¬ 
man stated that a heated discus¬ 
sion at the preceding meeting had 
raised issues about policies govern¬ 
ing the Newsletter. He urged that 
the Newsletter Committee prepare 
a policy statement on procedures 
to be used in preparing articles, 
and on the philosophical question 
as to the primary purpose of the 
Newsletter — whether or not it is to 


be strictly factual, for example, or 
a vehicle to educate the member¬ 
ship on problems as perceived by 
the board and its committees. The 
board approved with surprisingly 
little discussion. 

Other Action 

In other actions, the board ap¬ 
proved Shinderman’s request for 
a public “informational meeting” 
to inform the members of the pre¬ 
vious board action to assess 3% 
of the sales price of all home sales 
after April 1. Most of the board 
felt that they were charged by the 
members during the budget hear¬ 
ings to seek additional sources of 
revenue, but that they could not 
refuse to take every opportunity to 
keep the membership informed of 
their actions. 

Board member David Lange gave 
a progress report on the structural 
survey, stating that a first trip had 
been made in which thorough ex¬ 
aminations were made of exteriors, 
and that another trip was slated 
soon in which openings would be 
made in the walls of selected 
homes. Although the conditions 
are not hazardous, Lange reported 
that a great deal of the electrical 
work done on additions was found 
to be substandard. 

Progress was reported on deferral 
of monthly charges for senior cit¬ 
izens — 29 members have filed — 
and there was a significant reduc¬ 
tion of fuel oil consumption for the 
month of January. 

Mrs. Frances Rosnick, IE Pla¬ 
teau, and Mrs. Margaret Feeney, 
135B Northway Rd., were appoint¬ 
ed to the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Membership Standards. Board 
member Donald Volk agreed to 
represent the Board at the City 
Environmental Committee meet¬ 
ing, Wednesday, March 1. A sur¬ 
prise visitor was former GHI 
Manager Paul Campbell, who in¬ 
troduced Mr. De Monteverde, a 
visitor from the Phillipine Is¬ 
lands who was spending time in 
Greenbelt studying cooperatives 
and was fortuitously treated to a 
session of the housing co-op “in 
action”.

FIRE TIPS 

by M. W. Dutton—Fire Marshal 

In the month of February 3 ma¬ 
jor fires in Greenbelt caused losses 
of over $250,000. This is equivalent 
to the total fire loss in Greenbelt 
for the last five years. The struc¬ 
tures and damages were as follows; 
one major apartment fire involv¬ 
ing eight units; one high rise fire 
involving the heating system of the 
building and one fire in a single 
apartment unit. The most serious 
contributing factor to all of these 
fires was that, after smoke was dis¬ 
covered, no one called the fire de¬ 
partment until two or three hours 
later and in one case a twelve-hour 
delay was involved. 

If every resident of the city could 
be made aware of the extra damage 
which can be incurred by even a 
five-minute delay in calling the fire 
department, perhaps other damage 
of this proportion could be averted. 
Your fire department stands al¬ 
ways ready to serve you, and would 
much rather respond to a fire of 
small proportions than to one which 
has been allowed to gain fantastic 
headway. Loss of life and/or prop¬ 
erty is a very serious thing to both 
the person involved and the fire de¬ 
partment.

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BUSY COUNCIL APPROVES WESTWAY 
PROJECT, CONSIDERS TAX CREDIT

Although an intermittent visitor to Monday’s city council 
meeting might have thought that the only item on the agenda was 
the Greenbriar sewage treatment plant, council actually dispensed 
with many other matters. _

Premature ? 

Another question concerned the 
propriety of the SDWR issuing a 
report before the county's Ten-Year 
Water and Sewer Plan had been 
amended to permit the use and 'n- 
stallation of a temporary treatment 
plant for the Greenbriar and Glen 
Ora apartments. The county coun¬ 
cil is considering action on such an 
amendment next Tuesday, March 7, 
at Upper Marlboro. 

Sachs said that he understood 
that the State Department of Health 
regulations require that the issu¬ 
ance of a permit must be consis¬ 
tent with the County’s Ten-Year 
Water and Sewer Plan. However, 
such a permit is issued by the 
Health Department and all that the 
SDWR did was to act upon a mat¬ 
ter referred to it, he added. 

Reactions 

It was doubtful that anyone’s 
mind was changed by the testi¬ 
mony. Councilman Charles Schwan 
issued a statement defending the 
council-adopted resolution of Feb¬ 
ruary 7 which asked the county 
council that “it not amend the Ten- 
Year Water and Sewer Plan unless 
it received an assurance from the 
county health officer that the dis¬ 
charge from the proposed facilities 
would not represent a health or 
ecological hazard.” 

Schwan also took cognizance of 
the fact that the county health offi¬ 
cer, Dr. Perry Stearns, had recom¬ 
mended safeguards (in case the 
State Health Department saw fit to 
issue a permit) for the Greenbriar 
plant that were almost identical to 
those recommended by the city 
council in the February 7 resolu¬ 
tion. 

Schwan characterized council’s 
action as responsible and rational 
in that it sought to get all the facts 
before taking action. He said that 
by acting in such a fashion, “we 
influenced the events that followed 
the adoption of our resolution.” He 
contrasted council’s action with the 
emotional, irrational discussion 
that has featured much of the 
Greenbriar debate. 

Mrs. Cohen reiterated her une¬ 
quivocal opposition to the sewage 
plant. The SDWK report is aJI 
based on some “iffy” plans of the 
developer, she said, and does not 
take account of all the pertinent 
information regarding the effects of 
the effluent on the local stream val¬ 
ley and on the watershed of the 
Northeast Branch of the Anacostia 
River. 

Slunt replied once again that it 
is up to the State Health Depart¬ 
ment, not to the SDWR, to deter¬ 
mine whether the design of the 
sewage plant will produce the de¬ 
sired quality of effluent, on which 
the SDWR based its evaluation.. 
Thomas X. White of the Save our 
Community Committee said that he 
did not think the narrow view of 
its role taken by SDWR was pro¬ 
viding adequate protection to Mary¬ 
land citizens of their water re¬ 
sources. 

Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
summed up her impression of the 
hearing as again revealing how un¬ 
substantiated the attacks have been 
against the SDWR report, consider¬ 
ing the legal jurisdicion of SDWR. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld intro¬ 
duced a motion, which was adopted 
by a 4 to 1 vote, which expressed 
appreciation to the county council 
for having accepted the city coun¬ 
cil’s recommendaions with respect 
to safeguarding the health of Green- 
belt citizens. 

The minority vote was cast by 
Mrs. Cohen, who then introduced 
for first reading a resolution calling 
for the outright disapproval of the 
proposed county amendment to the 
Water and Sewer Plan which 
would permit a temporary treat¬ 
ment plant for Greenbriar. 

Council also adopted a motion 
proposed by Mrs. Cohen thanking

It adopted an ordinance to pro¬ 
vide for construction of improve¬ 
ments along Westway adjacent to 
the Jewish Community Center pro¬ 
perty. Fifty percent of the cost 
will be financed through an assess¬ 
ment against the benefiting prop¬ 
erty owner, the other half to be 
financed by the city in accordance 
with the city’s policy of declaring 
a 50 percent public benefit for im¬ 
provements undertaken adjacent 
to tax exempt religious property. 
Bids for the work are expected to 
be received March 18. 

It defeated by a 4-1 vote a mo¬ 
tion proposed by councilwoman 
Rhea Cohen to oppose any excep¬ 
tion to the open-space require¬ 
ments under the zoning ordinance, 
particularly with reference to the 
Greenbriar subdivision. The ma¬ 
jority of council felt that the or¬ 
dinance was premature as no such 
special exception has yet been ap¬ 
plied for. 

Introduced for first reading was 
an ordinance which would revise 
the tax credit for the elderly. The 
proposed ordinance would follow 
the county's tax exemption ordin¬ 
ance in every significant detail, ex¬ 
cept that persons eligible to receive 
tax credits must earn an income 
of less than $5,000 a year, instead of 
an income of less than $7,500 a year 
(as under county law). 

Persons aged 65 and over and 
disabled persons who qualify will 
be given a tax credit equal to the 
assessed value of the dwelling up 
to a maximum of $6,000. City coun¬ 
cil feared that the county provis¬ 
ions might be too liberal in that 
non-elderly families with incomes 
of less than $7,500 would have to 
pay added taxes in order to make 
up the loss of income as the re¬ 
sult of the tax credit to the elderly. 

Also introduced for first reading 
was an amendment to the standing 
rules of council to provide that if 
a council member wishes an item 
added to the agenda prior to a 
meeting, he should also furnish 
written comments as to the nature 
of the item. 

Thanks to Hogan 

As an aftermath of the proposed 
Greenbelt Regional Park land swap 
with the Marshall Hall amusement 
park interests, council went on rec¬ 
ord expressing its thanks to Cong¬ 
ressman Larry Hogan for bringing 
the matter to the attention of city 
council and to Department of In- 
erior officials for their veto of the 
land swap. Council also went on 
record urging the Federal gov¬ 
ernment to establish master plans 
for the use and disposal of all Fed¬ 
eral property, with provisions being 
made for local agency review prior 
to changes in the plan. 

Council directed the city man¬ 
ager to enter into a three-year 
lease with Mr. and Mrs. Duane R. 
Bowman for operation of the 
Greenbelt Lake concession stand, 
with the provision that at the end 
of one year the city has the right 
to cancel should it find the arrange¬ 
ment unsatisfactory. 

Non-sexist Hiring 

City manager James Giese ad¬ 
vised council that there is no job 
description for any position in the 
city with any sex requirements. He 
also noted that the highest paid 
classified employee in the city is 
a woman, and that the average pay 
for women in the city is over $400 
higher than the average pay for 
men. These comments were made 
in response to a letter from Mrs. 
Beverly Stone, urging council to es¬ 
tablish a non-sexist policy for city 
employment. Giese also said that 
he is taking applications for the 
position of assistant manager with¬ 
out regard to sex, and that it is 
his intent to employ the best qual¬ 
ified individual available. 

Council heard a request for a 
zoning variance for a Greenhill 
Road resident to install a detached 
shed on the side of a carport, 
thirty feet from the front property 
line instead of the required 60- 
foot distance. Prince Georges Board 


of Appeals will hold a public hear¬ 
ing on Monday, March 6. Council 
said it will take the matter under 
advisement and asked the city 
manager to notify the Board of Ap¬ 
peals that it would like to have the 
record kept open for a month so 
that council could submit its views. 

Council approved a request by 
the Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
for a permit for an 8-day carnival 
to be held in the parking lot be¬ 
hind Co-op in May. 

Council approved the granting 
of a $1,867 low bid to Graybar El¬ 
ectric Co. for the furnishing of 
metal storage shelving and lockers 
for the Youth Center. 

Council received word that Ge¬ 
orge Cantwell has resigned from 
the Community Relations Advisory 
Board.
